Declaring that conditions at the 


Grady hospital are hopeless, inless the 
people of Atlanta are arouse. and save 
the institution by bonds or otherwise, 
Superintendent W. B. Summerall Tues- 
day afternoon tendered his resigna- 
tion to the board of trustees of the 
institution. The trustees, taken by 
surprise, took no action on Dr. Sum- 
merall’s resignation, tabling it for 
further consideration. 

In an interview with a Constitution 
reporter, Dr. Summerall severely crit- 
icised the people of Atlanta for what 
he claims to be their utter indifference 
to the needs of a great institution that 
for some time has been crowded to its 
limit. 

“I have looked to every side for re- 
lief,” said Dr. Summerall, “and there 
is none. The people are indifferent, 
and I do not wish to remain superin- 
tendent under these circu:nstances for 
fear that I, knowing the conditions at 
Grady, might become ind!Terent to my 
work. I am heartsick and disgusted 
with the situation. 

“Since Grady was founded twenty- 
five years ago, with no cost to the peo- 
ple of Atlanta, the people have only 
given a measly $100,090) to build an 
annex, and this is every cent that has 
been given beyond maintenance, and 


the comfort and housing of the nurses 
of Grady hospital.

Recommendations will be made to 
the legislature this morning for a series 
of reforms at the state prison farms 
near Milledgeville. 

In compliance with a resolution by 
Representative Ennis, of Baldwin, 
adopted Saturday, a joint committee of 
five from the house-and three from the 
senate were instructed to investigate 
the general conditions at the state in- 
stitutions, and especially’ the epidemic 
of typhoid fever. 

The committee is composed of Rep- 
sentatives Ennis, of Baldwin; Con- 
nor, of Spalding; Spence, of Mitchell; 
King, of Greene, and Allen, of Jack- 
son, and Senators Walker, of the 
twenty-fifth; Paulk, of the twenty- 
sixth, and Bonner, of the thirty-first. 

Members of the joint committee, ac- 
companied by Chairman Davidson. of 
the prison commission, all of 
Monday making an inspection of the 
state farm, the committeemen return- 
ing to Atlanta yesterday.

The committee found that the over- 
crowded condition of the Institution 
makes it impossible to live up to prop- 
er sanitary regulations, and to relieve 
this congestion it will be recommended 
that a new building be erected for the

that building it was found that 
125 negro women and nineteen white 
women are confined on one floor, sep- 
arated only by a board partition through 
which a door furnishes communication 
between the rooms. 

The committee found about twenty- 
five women ill and living in the same 
room with the women who are in good 
health. This room, it ts said, is very 
small and crowded and poorly ventilat- 
ed, thus creating a serious menace to 
the health of the other women. It is 
said these women, however, are not suf- 
fering from fever, although one woman 
recently died there with symptoms in- 

icatine fever of some sort. 

“In addition to these circumstances 
Nhey found wretched sanitary condi- 
tions, which they believe have given 
rise to the fever epidemic. 

It seems_also that bad sanitary con- 
ditions at the farm are not only al- 
ready working havoc among the in- 
mates, but are also a menace to Mil- 
ledgeville itself, since this sewage 
empties into a small stream which flows 
through the heart of the town. There 
have, so far as is known, been no ill 
effects suffered in Milledgeville from 
this condition, and any recommenda- 
tion to remedy this condition for the 
town’s sake would be merely precau- 
tionary. 

The committee will very probably 
recommend that the state board of 
health be allowed to co-operate with

Brittain Declined Superintendency. 

The call for an election of a super- 
intendent was made Monday by Chatir- 
man Guinn upon receiving a letter 
from M. L. Brittain declining the elec- 
tion to the superintendency which was 
tendered him June 5 and which was to 
have become effective July 31. 

Upon the recommendation of Super- 
intendent Landrum the election of an 
assistant superintendent was. indefj- 
nitely postponed by a vote of the 
board.

He made a thorough inspec- 
tion of conditions at the prison and 
of the work upon the new buildings, 
including the new cell house, the new 
hospital and the new laundry, all of 
which are now in course of construc- 
tion. He was: greatly pleased with 
what he found. 

New Quarters Completed. 

The new jexecutive quarters of 
prison are Already complete and 
occupied. The new cell house and the 
other two 
finished alsa. There will 
but one of the planned buildings to be 
completed—another cell house. 

Already the number of men in the 
prison, which is now 1,194, the largest 
population e institution has ever had, 
is more thain enough needed for the 
construction| work at hand When the 
present buildings are completed it will 
be impossible to use all the men upon 
the construction of the other cell house, 
and when that is completed also there 


would be practically no employment 
for the sete

Therefore |one of the big problems 
considered by Warden Zerbst and the 
attorney general was that of furnish- 
ing employment to the men. 

“Experiend¢e has shown,” said War- 
den Zerbst Tuesday afternoon, “that it 
is never wise to lock a man up in a 
cell and leave him there.” 

a To|Teach Vocations. 

AS a soon of the inspection by At- 
torney Genetal Gregory he will recom- 
mend that proper industries be estab- 
lished at the Atlanta Federal prison. 
It is the idda of the attorney general 
that this employment should not only 
be a means j|of keeping the men busy, 
but should be profitable both to the 
government and to the men, and at the 
same time teach the men a business 
upon which |they might rely, if neces- 
sary, upon leaving prison.

“but that isi|a.great deal better than 
nothing, and it would help in a ma- 
terial way to relieve the sufferings of 
the families jof some of the men here, 
for it is often the families who suf- 
fer more than the prisoners. More 
than that, 50\cents a day for five years, 
say, would give a prisoner a tidy. lit- 
tle sum upon which to start anew 
when he is released from prison. I am 
heartily in accord with this idea and 
I sincerely hope it will be inaugurated.” 
While Attdfney General Gregory was 
in Atlanta h@ spent practically his en- 
tire time in the Atlanta Federal prison. 
He inspected the prison from the roof 
to the lowest cells, and paid .midnright 
visits to the prisoners, watched them 
at work, at their meals and at rest 
and recreation.

First Great Democratic Loan. 

Premier Asquith emphasized that this 
was the first great democratic loan in 
the financial history‘of Great Britain. 
The state, he said, was appealing to all 
classes, even those whose resources 
were most limited.

“The state of the trade balance be- 
tween ourselves and other countries 
at this moment affords grounds, I don’t 
say for anxiety, but for serious thought. 
For the first five months of the pres- 
ent vear our imports have increased 
by 32,300,000 pounds  ($162,500,000), 
while our exports and re-exports have 
decreased by 73,750,000 pounds ($368.,- 
750,000). That means that for twelve 
months our indebtedness to other coun- 
tries will reach over 260,000,000 pounds 
($1,300,000,000). The only way to coun-

RUSSIANS HURLED 
10 OWN FRONTIER 
BY TEUTON ARMIES 


Forces of the Czar Continue 
to Retreat Before the Aus- 
tro-Germans Along a Front 
of About 250 Miles. 


RUSSIANS WILL STAND 
ALONG THE RIVER BUG 


This Great Stream Offers 
Many Advantages for 
Strong Defense—If Rus- 
sians Lose on the Bug, It 
May Mean Fall of Warsaw 


June 29.—Driven back over 
their own frontier north of Lemberg 
and forced to cross the River Gnila 
Lipa, in southern Galicia, the Russfan 
armies continue to retreat before the 
Austro-Germans along a front of ap- 
proximately 250 miles. 

Berlin records progress in virtually 
the entire southeastern’ theater, al- 
though violent fighting still is in prog- 
ress beyond the Gnila Lipa, which joins 
the Dniester at Halicaz. 

Having forced a passage of this 
stream, General von Linsingen’s army 
is presumably astride the railway run- 
ning from Halicz to Lemberg and 
Stanislau, and now doubtless is alming 
at the line which runs from Lemberg 
to Odessa through Tarnopol 

It seems evident that Germany is 
bent on -further punishment for the 
Russians .before relaxing the intensity 
of her Galician campaign, but, wi the 
Russians across the frontier, the Ger- 
mans will have to rely almost solely 
on road transport and their advance 
will be slower. 


RUSSIANS STAND 
ON RIVER BUG. 


The Russians are making their stand 
on the Bug river. This great stream, 
which offers many advantages for a 
strong defense, rises near Zloczow, in 
Galicia, runs almost north, forms a 
great part of the eastern frontier of 
Russian Poland, and joins the Vistula 
18 miles northwest of Warsaw. It is 
along the Galician course that the army 
of Grand Duke Nicholas is believed to 
{have taken up strong positions, loss of 
which would mean further retirement 
of the Russian forces. 

Already the <Austro-Germans have 
pushed back to the Bug, near Kam- 
ionka, northeast of Lemberg, and 
i farther north have penetrated Russian 
Poland, capturing the important town 
of Tomaszow; according to Vienna they 
also have driven the Russians holding 
ground near Sielee northward as far as 
Krystianpol, a distance of about eight 
miles, and have taken Burstyn, north 
of Halicz. In fact, the masses of Aus- 
trian and German troops are advancing 
along their entire front, in the south- 
east, forcing the Russians before them 
in a broad sweeping movement, and in 
the northeast pushing forward, with 
Warsaw as their objective. 

Should the Austro-Germans cross the 
Bug river in strength, the complete 
evacuation of eastern Galicia by the 
Russians would seem probable. 


NOTE OF ANXIETY 
IN ACCOUNTS. 


The British press still voices the hope 
that the Russians soon will find a 
tenable line and deliver a counter blow, 
but there is a note of anxiety in near- 
ly all the accounts, together with the 
warning that either the capture of 
Warsaw or the seizure of the great 
railway lines which supply it would 
be disastrous to Russia and surely 
would be followed by another general 
German offensive in the west. 

Notwithstanding the French attacks 
around Arras, it is argued that the 
Germans must feel comparatively se- 
cure in the west, else they would not 
have risked their tremendous envelop- 
ing move against the Russians. The 
French are persisting in their assaults 
in the neighborhood of Arras, but with 
out appreciable. change in the situa- 
tion. 

Fighting also has been going on in 
the Vosges, where the Germans cap- 
tured positions held by the French on 
the slopes to the east of Metzeral, only 
to have them retaken, there are great 
stretches of the Franco-Belgian front 
which to thec*uninitiated are charac- 
terized by a somewhat mysterious in-

Scutari was an object of contention 
between Montenegro and the great 
powers during the Balkan war. The 
Montenegrin forces on April 23, 19138, 
captured the city after a siege which 
lasted from the preeeding October. 
Prior to this the powers had decided 
include Scutari im the future state 
of Albania, and had offered compen- 
sation to King Nicholas in money and 
land on condition that he give up Scu- 
tari. The Montenegrin king announced 
that he would hold Secutari against the 
powers, and as a result the interna- 
tional naval blockade of the Monte- 
negrin coast was extended.

that Generals Villa and Angeles are not 
at odds, as has been persistently re- 
ported. 

A tall, athletic figure, with aquiline 
features, a copper complexion and flow- 
ing black moustache, Angeles attract- 
ed much attention as he went to the 
war department. He wore a dark sack 
suit and walked with military bearing. 

Angeles received his military educa- 
tion in France and for a long time was 
superintendent of the military school 
at Chapultepec, the Mexican West 
Point. He defended Madero in the 
street fighting in Mexico City and took 
prominent part in the later cam- 
paign against Huerta. To his skill in 
handling artillery has been attributed 
much of Villa’s military success. 

It is understood that General Angeles 
explained to General Scott that as a 
precaution against the counter revolu- 
tionary movement of Huerta and his 
followers, large forces of Villa troops 
had been dispatched northward and 
that General Villa also had sent thou- 
sands of men to garrison. the coal 
fields and other parts of northern Mex- 
ico, which comprised the base of sup- 
plies for his army. For this reason he 
said Obregon had more troops than 
Villa in recent encounters, 

Formal Statement by Angeles. 

The general issued the following 
formal statement: 

“In order to contradict certain false 
rumors concerning himself which have 
recently found their way into the press 
of the United States, General Felipe 
Angeles today made the following state- 
ment: 

“Phe cordial relations that have long 
existed between General Villa and my- 
self remain unchanged and I shall 
shortly réport to him in person for as- 
signment to duty. 

“IT am now, as I have always been, 
opposed to Huerta, his regime, and all 
that Huerta and his fellow traitors 
stand for. 

“IT have neither seen nor conferred 
with any person or persons represent- 
ing the reactionary element in Mexico. 
While in Boston, I received a social 
visit from Mr. Manuel Calero, who acted 
as my counsel when | was imprisoned 
by Huerta in 1913, but the political af- 
fairs of Mexico were not discussed 

“T advocate the restoration of cone 
stitutional government in Mexico by 
constitutional means, so that the gov- 
ernment when set up, may enjoy con- 
stitutional sanction. and thus effect the 
reforms so urgently demanded by the 
people by means entirely lawful. 

“Like General Villa, I favor the sug- 
gestion of President Wilson that the 
contending factions should confer and 
in a patriotic spirit endeavor to har- 
n their differences in order to 
establish constitutional government, a 
s,overnment which the United States 
and the other nations of the world can 
accept and recognize.”

AMERICANS ARE WARNED 
T0 SECURE PASSPORTS 


Liverpool, June 29.— Although the 
| port authorities refused to disclose the 
names, it is known that three passen- 
gers on board the Cunard line steam- 
ship Orduna on arriving here last night 
from New York were detained because 
the documents necessary to secure 
their admission to this country were 
not satisfactory. When the American 
line steamship St. Paul arrived in the 
Mersey two days ago, eight of her pas- 
sengers were detained. 

Two of the passengers detained on 
the Orduna are English women mar- 
ried to Americans, who had signed as 
British subject and did not believe that 
passports were necessary. 

Of the eight held up on the St Paul, 
two without photographs were released 
on securing these properly sealed by 
the American consul, while six. others, 
the members of two families, were re- 
leased when passports were granted 
them on the proper naturalization Pa- 
pers which they carried. 

Among the passengers who said they 
had trouble over the documents wag 
Charles Burr, of New York, an attor- 
ney for Americap owners of detained 
cargoes. 


Washington, June 2.—State depart- 
ment officials again warned Americans 
today against going to foreign lands 
without passports. In all countries 
except Canada passports are necessary, 
and even in Canada they should be 
carried by persons whose names indi- 
cate German, Austro-Hungarian or 
Turkish origin. 

Today there came a dispatch from 
the consul general at Rio Janeiro de- 
scribing difficulties experienced by 
Americans in getting out of Brazil 
after coming there from the United 
States without passports.

Jupiter’s Ninth Satellite. 
announced ‘briefly last 
cust that Seth Nicholson, of the Lick 
servatory, in California, had discovered 
ninth satellite of Jupiter. According to 
London Times, the discovery is a great op- 
tical achievement, for the satellite is of the 
nineteenth magnitude, that is, its light would 
have to be increased 62,000 times to 
equal to the light of a sixth-magnitude. star, 
which is the faintest star visible to an ordi- 
nary eve. On July 22, 1914, Mr. Nicholson 
was making a photograph to record the exact 
position of Jupiter's eighth satellite. He had 
the telescope guided to follow the satellite— 
a method that, of course, made it appear in 
the photograph as a point, and the fixed star 
as streaks of some length. Now, as it hap- 
pened, the unknown ninth satellite was close 
to the eighth, and~moving at nearly the same 
rate of speed, and as a result the photo- 
graphic plate had on it, not one, but two, 
points Mr. Nicholson had. to have several 
photographs taken on different nights before 
he could be sure that an extra tiny dot was 
not a mere flaw on the plate, but the image 
of an actual body in the heavens. As the 
diameter. of the new satellite is probably not 
more than ten miles and as its least distance 
from Jupiter is 14,000,000 miles, it would ap- 
even from Jupiter itself as a tiny tele- 
star of the twelfth magnitude, and 
would, of course, be wholly ineffeetive as a 
giver of light. Its greatest distance from 
Jupiter is about 29,000,000 miles, which is 
nearly as great as some of the interplane- 
tary distances.

FULL POWERS TO QUELL DISTURBANCES 
GIVEN AUTHORITIES BY CODE OF STATE 


. 


The almost unlimited power of both civil 
and miljtary authority for quelling riotous 
gatherings and the heavy penalty attached 
to participation in such occurrences, may be 
found somewhat surprising to such as are 
not familiar with the penal code of 
State. 

Whatever may be the cause of such incl- 
dents it would ¢ertainly not seem to be a 
lack of power to stop them or lack of ma- 
chinery for prosecuting the participators. 
The power of civil authorities is 
the following ex%erpts from the code:

gaged in the actual violence to person or 
property.” 

af Penalty Provided. 

The code provides the following penalty: 

“Any. person or persons composing or 
taking part in any riot, rout, mob, tumult, 
or lawless cgmbination or assembly mention- 
ed in Article 3, who, after being duly com- 
manded to disperse, willfully and intention- 
ally fails to do so as soon as practicable, 
shall be guilty of a felony, and on conviction 
thereof shall be imprisoned in the peniten- 
tiary for not less than one year or more 
than five years.”’ 

In such emergencies the law outlines the 
duty of citizens when a shot is fired: 

“Whenever any shot is fired or missile 
is thrown at, against, or upon any body: of 
snid military forces, or at, against, or upon 
any officer or member thereof, assembling 
or assembled, for the purpose of performing 
any duties under the provisions of this title 
it shall forthwith he the duty of every per- 
son in the assemblage from which the shot. 
is fired or the missile thrown to immediately 
disperse and retire therefrom without walit- 
ing any order to do so, and any person know.- 
ing or having a reason to believe that a 
shot has been fired or missile thrown as 
aforesaid, from any assemblage of whitch 
sald person forms a part, or with which he 
present, and failing immediately, without 
ex to retire from such assem- 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor; any 
remaining in such assemblage
